vhcrc Ihcir residences may be Jocalcd. Indeed, 
it is probably nip re vital lo the neighborhoods 
of workingmen's homes than to any others. For 
in Ihc districts where the wcll-lo-do live no I only 
is'thc properly not generally desirable fur eom- 
mcrdal locations of an objectionable sort, "but 
Ihc residents of such localities can generally pro- 
tect themselves from intrusion without uncom- 
fortably burdening their purses. 
But to the 


'laboring man buying a little home, paying a pre- 
mium for an adjoining site in order to keep it 
from being turned into a boiler-factory or a 
'static is a" practical impossibility. 
He is help- 


less, despite the reduction in value of bis home 
and Ihc vitiation of his family environment. 


The situation can only be remedied by the 


adoption of a zoning ordinance which shall 
keep inviolate the home sections of the com- 
munity.' and otherwise protect property-owners 
from 'the intrusion of depreciating neighbors. 
'Such ordinances arc in effect in most progres- 
•sive cities, and if properly worked out to suit 
local conditions generally prove eminently sat- 
isfactory. They arc a part of the program of 
every modern city-plan movement.
